his head. 

Knight held cloths to the 
senior’s wounds as he and 
Madarash’s wife waited for 
EMS and police to arrive. 

“I’m shocked and awed,” 
said Knight, standing out¬ 
side the home where the 
assault reportedly occurred. 

“I’m glad that I could 
help.” 

Knight called the actions 
of whoever attacked his 
neighbour “deplorable” and 
said he hopes the people 
responsible are dealt with 
harshly. 

Police said three suspects 

— two males and a female 

— escaped on foot and were 
arrested a short time later. 

Charges are pending. 

Knight, who has lived in 
the area for four years, said 
the neighbourhood is a nice 
place to live, describing it as 
“well-manicured and nicely 
taken care of.” 

Insp. Joel Whittaker 
said it concerns police that 
Madarash was in his own 
backyard “minding his own 
business” when the attack is 
said to have occurred. 

“It is alarming, it’s rare.... 
I think we’re just as shocked 
as everybody else with this 
incident,” Whittaker said.

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Minister: 
Post-sec 
institutions 
too'creative’ 
with money 

Alberta’s post-secondaiy 
institutions should aU be 
using the same “measuring 
stick” to determine how they 
spend more than $2 billion in 
taxpayer dollars annually, the 
advanced education minister 
said Tuesday. 

Thomas Lukaszuk’s com¬ 
ments came on the heels of 
a report from the provincial 
auditor general that foimd 
“confusion” among post- 
secondaiy leaders concerning 
Campus Alberta, a strategy 
aimed at encouraging better 
streamlining among 26 institu¬ 
tions in the province. 

That strategy is 11 years old; 
however, Thomas Lukaszuk 
said it’s just now being imple¬ 
mented, with a priority on ad¬ 
dressing “creative” accounting 
among institutions. 

“So right now there are 
many different measures and 
often, as a minister, Tm being 
told one school will say about 
the other, ‘Well, you can’t 
look at their nmnbers because 
they circulate their money 
differently and that’s why they 
look so good compared to us,”’ 
he said. “If they are going to 
be creative, we are going to be 
equally creative so the taxpayer 
and the student can compare 
them.” 

In April, Metro attempted 
to compare institutions by the 
amoimt of ftmding they devote 
to administration. The amount 
of Campus Alberta ftmding 
used outside the classroom var¬ 
ied from three per cent to 27 
per cent. The ministiy claimed 
it was not a fair comparison 
because each institution had 
a separate definition of what 
should fall under that budget

Online used car sale turns violent 


A 23-year-old Edmonton man 
was kidnapped at knifepoint 
and driven to Calgary before 
escaping, as a simple used 
car sale turned into a night¬ 
mare. 

Following the incident 
two of the man’s captors 
were arrested in Red Deer 
after a high-speed chase that 
ended only when police offi¬ 
cers deployed a spike belt on 
Highway 2. 

The two men, who had 
not been named as of Tues¬ 
day evening, are facing char¬ 
ges of kidnapping and ut¬ 
tering threats. 

Edmonton Police Service 
spokesperson Scott Pattison 


said police in Calgary were 
called early Monday morning 
after the man escaped from 
the trunk of his own car. He 
had been driven there after 
being kidnapped during a 
meeting about selling a car 
in west Edmonton. 

“He was able to escape 
while the vehicle was mov¬ 
ing, flee his captors and then 
he went to a nearby conven¬ 
ience store,” Pattison said 
Tuesday. 

A third suspect got into 
the car in Calgaiy and police 
are still looking for him, said 
Pattison. 

Pattison said while the 
man was not physically 


harmed, it was a tremendous 
ordeal. 

“Needless to say, it was 
quite a harrowing experi¬ 
ence for the young man,” he 
said. “We are not sure what 
fate he would have met with, 
but clearly he was dealing 
with some very bad guys.” 

Pattison said police have 
seen several incidents this 
year where people were at¬ 
tacked during a meeting ar¬ 
ranged online to sell some¬ 
thing. 

He said people should be 
careful when selling online, 
and always go to a potential 
sell with a friend or family

An Edmonton woman whose 
dog was mauled to death is 
hopeful the city is moving 
in the right direction toward 
tougher restrictions on vi¬ 
cious animals. 

Christine Naturkach said 
she was pleased to hear of 
a city study into mandatory 
court appearances for owners 
of dogs that attack.

Her small dog Pixie was 
killed when a German shep¬ 
herd attacked it over a year 
ago in Hermitage Park. 

Pixie suffered broken 
ribs, internal bleeding and 
other significant injuries and 
Naturkach spent $8,000 tiy- 
ing to keep her alive. 

“1 feel like 1 had failed to 
protect her so 1 feel like this 
is the one thing 1 can do to 
honour her,” she said. 

Naturkach said she doesn’t 
want the city to euthanize 
potentially dangerous dogs, 
but put the onus back on the 
owners. 

“(Dogs) should be leashed 
and muzzled when they are 
off the property,” she said. 

She said the owner of the 
dog that attacked Pixie only 
paid a $500 fine and there are 
no restrictions on the dog. 

Coun. Tony Caterina said 
he believes it’s worth study¬ 
ing whether mandatory court 
appearance could help deal 
with problem dogs and their 
owners more effectively.

While heavy equipment 
owners don’t necessarily 
have to put a butterfly above 
their machines’ exhausts, 
Edmonton police are recom¬ 
mending that they tattoo 
their vehicles in order to 
deter would-be thieves. 

The Tattoo Your Equip¬ 
ment campaign urges 
owners to use bright, eas¬ 
ily identifiable symbols or 
words on their machines to 
curb theft. 

“We’re just asking that 
people go the extra step 
and maybe put something 
in marker that can’t be re¬ 
moved quite as easily,” EPS 
acting Sgt. Trevor Hender¬ 


son said Tuesday. 

Henderson said West Div¬ 
ision alone receives 10 to 12 
theft reports per month, 
and that even vehicles as 
large as excavators are be¬ 
ing stolen. 

“They’ll be wearing all 
the things you’d see at a 
construction site: reflect¬ 
ive vests, helmets,” he 
said about the criminals. 
“They’ll come in and they’ll 
be driving off with your 
loader without you even 
asking them a question.” 

Henderson said that tat¬ 
toos are only part of the 
anti-theft solution. Simple 
things such as parking the 
equipment in a fenced-off 
area will help, as well. 

“Bad guys are lazy. 
They’re not going to go the 
extra step,” he said. 

Bright-coloured and 
ultraviolet heavy duty mark¬ 
ers will be available for 
heavy equipment owners 
free of charge at all five 
division stations starting 
Friday.

Police tight-lipped on

The official death toll in the 
Quebec train disaster chmbed 
to 15 on Tuesday, with two 
more bodies pulled from a 
scorched area pohce were call¬ 
ing a crime scene. 


With about another 35 
people still missing, residents 
of Lac-Megantic expect the 
grim news to continue. 

Provincial pohce said they 
had 200 officers on site per¬ 
forming a criminal investiga¬ 
tion. 

“There is potential evidence 
there that could eventually 
lead to criminal charges being 
laid,” said Insp. Michel Forget. 

“1 won’t speculate on the 
elements we have recovered 


because they will be secret.” 

He said he doesn’t beheve 
terrorism is at play. 

Earher on Tuesday, the na¬ 
tional Transportation Safety 
Board said it is performing its 
ovm investigation. 

The TSB said Tuesday that 
authorities were never alerted 
to the fact that a runaway train 
was on its way to levelhng part 
of the small Quebec tovm. 

Rail dispatchers had no 
chance to intervene during the 


bumt-out crime scene 

fateful 18-minute journey be¬ 
cause they didn’t know it was 
happening, TSB investigator 
Donald Ross told reporters.

Charles Hunter says it “hurts 
a little” when his Second 
World War service is ignored. 

Hunter, a bombardier 
with the 39 Regiment Royal 
Artillery, was one of 25,000 
Canadian soldiers who invad¬ 
ed Sicily in 1943 as part of 
the Allied Operation Husky. 
It was the first independent 
role for Canadian soldiers 
in WWII, and Canada’s stra¬ 
tegic contribution helped 
open Italy to the Allies and 
turn the tide of the war. 

Seventy years later. Oper¬ 
ation Husky 2013 is com¬ 
memorating the Battle of 
Sicily, which they say has 
been overlooked by history. 
The group says a poll of Can¬ 
adians found 91 per cent 
didn’t know Canadian troops 
were even in Sicily during 
WWII. 

“I don’t know why it’s ig¬ 


nored,” Hunter said. “And it 
kind of hurts a little bit, to 
feel you get ignored when 
you’ve done a good job — 
because we did, we did do a 
good job.” 

Operation Husky — the 
original one — commenced 
before the early hours of July 
10, 1943. 

Allied forces stormed 
the beaches at Pachino and 
climbed a 900-metre cliff the 
German’s had left almost un¬ 
defended, believing it impos¬ 
sible to scale. 

The Allies drove the Ger¬ 
mans off the island. Of2 5,000 
Canadians who fought, 562 
had died by the end of the 
month. Compared to stor¬ 
ies about D-Day and Dieppe, 
little is said about Canada’s 
role in the Italian campaign.

Pipeline execs say 
no silver lining in 
Que. rail disaster 


Lac-Megantic While 
many suspect train 
explosion will boost 
pipeline support, CEOs 
say concerns apply to all 


Executives with major Can¬ 
adian pipeline companies 
say they see no silver lining 
to the Lac-Megantic train dis¬ 
aster. 

There have been sugges¬ 
tions that transporting oil by 
pipeline may seem more pal¬ 
atable after several oil-laden 
rail cars exploded over the 
weekend, killing more than 
a dozen people and devastat¬ 
ing the small Quebec town. 

But TransCanada Corp. 
CEO Russ Girling said there’s 
“no good news here for any¬ 


body” in the tragedy and the 
notion that the pipeline in¬ 
dustry will somehow benefit 
from it “makes no sense.” 

While disasters ranging 
from Lac-Megantic to the 
massive BP oil spill in the 
Gulf of Mexico three years 
ago jolt the public. Girl¬ 
ing said companies such 
as TransCanada still have a 
responsibility to build new 
energy infrastructure. 

“People continue to have 
needs for starting their 
vehicles every morning, 
cooking their food, heating 
their homes. We have an 
obligation to do that as safely 
as we can.” 

The president of Kinder 
Morgan Canada, which is 
planning to nearly triple the 
amount of crude shipped on 
its Trans Mountain line be¬ 
tween Alberta and the B.C. 


Lower Mainland, said he too 
fails to see any upside for 
pipeline firms resulting from 
Lac-Megantic. 

“I think that the public 
is obviously veiy concerned 
about the broad safety net 
that is available for both rail 
and pipelines,” he said. 

“I think it’s a question 
of all operators — whether 
it’s pipe or rail or trucking 
for that matter — (to) con¬ 
tinue to be very diligent and 
vigilant in their safety pre¬ 
cautions.” 

Earlier, Girling said he’s 
“extremely optimistic” the 
company’s Energy East pro¬ 
ject — a proposal to ship 
up to 850,000 barrels a day 
of Western crude to eastern 
markets through an under¬ 
used natural gas line — has 
enough customer support to 
go ahead, the Canadian press

If you’re lucky 
enough to give birth to a relatively robust being who will take 
care ofyou in your dotage, it’s almost worth the investment, but 
if the poor little gaffer will expire before you’re 64, what’s the 
point? 

Of course, it doesn’t matter what 1 think or what you think. 
Medical science marches forward, regardless. Once the genie is 
out of the test tube, it’s not about to allow itself to get stuffed back 
in. 

Still, I’m glad 1 have no idea what my best-before date is. For all 
1 know, 1 could be looking forward to a telegram from the Queen 
when 1 turn 100. She’ll certainly still be around. 

Or the wheels could fall off next Thursday. 

Ignorance is bliss.

For someone who grew up 
watching Ck)dzilla stomp his 
way through the major cities 
of the world, the idea of a sea 
monster large enough to use 
a battleship as a baseball bat 
is veiy exciting. In Pacific Rim 
director Guillermo del Toro 
presents the biggest movie 
monsters seen since the Blue 
Oyster Cult sang, Oh no, there 
goes Tokyo, go go (Todzilla! 

Pacific Rim’s monsters 
are direct descendants of the 
“kaiju” or strange beasts that 
became popular in the sci-fi 
films produced by the Japanese 
company Toho in the 1950s 
and ’60s. Most famous is the 
king of aU monsters, Godzilla, 
the giant lizard who wreaked 
havoc in 29 movies. Rounding 
out Toho’s big five are a Divine 
Moth called Mothra and a trio 
of kaiju named King Ghidorah, 
Mechagodzilla, and Rodan. 

The first (Todzilla film 
came in 1954. The stoiy of an 
ancient dinosaur-like colossus 
created by American nuclear 
weapons testing was inspired 
by a news stoiy about the 
Lucky Dragon 5, a Japanese 
fishing boat contaminated 
after sailing too close to a U.S. 
nuclear test. 

“Suitmation actor” Hamo 
Nakajima played the beast 
and could only walk 30 feet 
at a stretch in the 200-poimd 
Godzilla suit. To create the 
monster’s fearful roars, audio 
engineers threw reverb on the 
soimd of a resin-coated leather 
glove rubbed on the strings of 
a double bass. Ten years after 
that movie. King Ghidorah, 
a fearsome alien dragon, 
was created as Godzilla’s 
archenemy.

GuiUermo del Toro is first and 
foremost a movie buff, which 
has been causing him a distinct 
amoimt of imhappiness. 

You see, del Toro has been 
so busy making movies — par¬ 
ticularly his latest, the giant ro¬ 
bots vs. giant monsters block¬ 
buster Pacific Rim — that he 
hasn’t had any time to actually 
watch other people’s movies. 
Or at least that’s the excuse he 
gives for not having seen Man 
of Steel or the first instalment 
of the Hobbit, which he was 
originally pegged to direct. 

There’s been a lot of criticism 
about the levels of carnage 
shown in Man of Steel. Your 
film also features a great deal 
of urban destruction. How 
do you keep from crossing 
the line from fun into too 
realistic?

What 1 do is 1 then bring 
in visually a veiy difierent 
sense of style from reahty. 1 
have these super-coloured 
lights illuminating the rain. 


so it looks bice a living comic 
book or a living anime, you 
know? And the thing that 1 
do veiy, veiy consciously is 1 
vacated all the streets so they 
would be empty of people. So 
you’re never thinking, “Oh, 
the kaiju just crushed 600 
people.” Because the streets 
are vacated and everybody’s in 
a refuge, aU they can destroy 
is buildings and vehicles when 
nobody’s there. 

Have you seen Man of Steel? 

No, 1 haven’t. 1 haven’t seen 
many movies because I’ve 
been making one. The only 
two or three times I’ve gone 
to the movies in the last few 
years have been to movies that 
my daughters want to see. 

So 1 went to Les Miserables 
and 1 went to some animated 
movies — movies that 1 would 
not necessarily have gravitated 


towards. But that’s being a 
parent, taking your daughters 
to see the Justin Bieber concert 
movie.

What determines if a story is 
better told in Spanish rather 
than English? 

You cannot aspire to do a 
movie that is as quirky as Pan’s 
Labyrinth in the Hobywood 
machineiy. It would get tested 
and noted by executives to 
death. It would end up having 
a happy ending and ab that 
bulls—, you know? And at the 
same time you cannot end up 
with a movie that is as spec¬ 
tacular and huge and magnifi¬ 
cent in showmanship as Pacific 
Rim if you do it in Mexico or 
Spain.

What is the resume writing 
system you refer to in your 
book? 

The resume writing system is 
a comprehensive approach to 
writing resumes and getting 
them highly ranked in online 
job systems. It consists of six 
key steps: 

1. Learning the system (be¬ 
ginning in the right way to 
achieve success). 

2. Creating an effective layout 
and design (so your resume 
is not rejected by online job 


systems). 

3. Boosting your content (over¬ 
coming deficits and word 
choice problems). 

4. Tailoring your resume for on¬ 
line job systems (understanding 
how to become highly ranked 
— it’s about more than just 
keywords). 


5. Keeping your resume on top 
of the competition (by doing 
what few people know how to 
do). 

6. Testing and releasing yoru re- 
srnne to prospective employers. 

You also discuss the other 
side — applicant tracking 
systems (ATS) — in your 


book. What are some effect¬ 
ive ways to get through this 
system when applying for a 
job? 

ATSs can search resumes in 
almost any conceivable way 
— really, in any way the (em¬ 
ployer) wants this system con¬ 
figured. Some people think that 
if they just include keywords

from the job listing, their resu¬ 
me will be filtered in a favom- 
able way. 

Job listing keywords help, 
but it is not the only strategy 
you need. ATSs may also search 
by other keywords, such as 
competitors’ names. ATSs can 
search by job title, the date 


you last held the job title, the 
percentage that your resume 
matches the job posting and 
even the method that you ap- 
phed to the job, such as to the 
company directly or through a 
job board. There is a perception 
that job seekers who apply to 
the company directly are more 
interested in working for the 
company itself, and they may 
be higher ranked because of it. 

How should job seekers 
tailor their resumes? 

Don’t come across as “plain 
vanilla” like the thousands of 
other jobseekers. 

You won’t grab anybody’s 
attention. One technique is to 
provide factual, objective in¬ 
formation rather than subject¬ 
ive information that could be 
based on opinion. 

For example, don’t say you 
are “intelligent” if you can say 
you have a 4.0 GPA. Don’t say 
you’re “hard working” if you 
can include a snippet of a quote 
from a former manager who 
says you are a “major contribu¬ 
tor on projects and a valued 
team member.” Prospective 
employers like to see evidence 
on a resume as opposed to opin¬ 
ion. 

If you can provide statistics, 
even better. For example, rath¬ 
er than saying you designed a 
“large and complex” asset man¬ 
agement system, you could say 
that you designed an asset man¬ 
agement system that “man¬ 
aged the assets of 13,000 staff.” 
Always be as factual as you can, 
and let the words do the talking 
for you as opposed to including 
subjective claims.

This database will be a 
great source for skills and ex¬ 
periences for future resume 


Cover letters 


Most jobs still require cover 
letters. Are you looking for 
relevant experience that 
relates to a job listing? 


• Your master list will out¬ 
line everything you need 
to plug in to match the 
requirements! Choose 
wisely, spruce up your 
sentences and you're 
ready to apply. 


and cover letter content. 

Education 

The education tab sorts out 
your schools, awards and re¬ 
lated extra-curricular activ¬ 
ities. Hopefully you will begin 
to see correlations between 
this information and the jobs 
you’re applying for, and de¬ 
cide whether certain details 
will be added to each resume. 

References and contacts 

Emails and business cards 


often pile up or get thrown 
away. Having each person’s 
contact information in a 
spreadsheet can help you 
keep track of who they are, 
how you met them, what you 
discussed, the last time you 
contacted them and more. So¬ 
cial media tools like Linkedln 
keep professional connections 
updated, but it’s always good 
to have a backup space with 
additional context. Tabs in one 
spreadsheet are a great way to 
organize these contacts. 

Sorting out the information 
may take time, but it will 
make resume-making and the 
application process a httle less 
stressful in the future. 

A reference and contact 
list will keep you in the loop 
of contacts that can connect 
you to the right people or the 
right job.

Review. Chasing the 
Ford 150 means adding 
in more of everything 
that truckers want

In pickup parlance the chase 
isn’t just on, it never really 
stops. With the arrival of the 
2014 Chevrolet Silverado, the 
pace is definitely quickening. 

In 2012, 265,000 domestic- 
and foreign-based 1500, 2500 
and 3500-series pickups were 
sold in Canada and 40 per cent 
belonged to Ford. GM’s Silver¬ 
ado/Sierra models came second 
place, ahead of Chrysler’s Ram 
and well ahead of the Toyota 
Tundra and Nissan Titan. 

With the all-new Silverado 
1500-series, Chevrolet appears 
to have done its homework 
and paid close attention to 
what buyers are looking for to 
haul and tow their stuff. There 
are more powerful engines as 
well as improvements and up¬ 
grades in nearly every other 
categoiy you could imagine. 

Behind the tailgate, the 
handy Comer Step bumper has 
recessed footholds that, com¬ 
bined with built-in handholds 
inside the box, make accessing 
the bed much easier. The dash¬ 
board and control panel that 
houses the optional eight-inch 
touch screen are positioned 
in a tidy pod for easy viewing 
and all of the oversized knobs 
and switches are work-glove- 
ffiendly and clearly marked. 

All body styles — regular. 


extended Double Cab (now 
featuring front-hinged rear 
doors with outside handles) 
and four-door Crew Cab — are 
attached to a reworked frame 
with more high-strength steel, 
extra bracing for stiflfiiess and 
improved body mounts that 
help isolate road noise and 
vibration. The revised suspen¬ 
sion places the wheels on each 
axle farther apart with a goal 
to improve overall ride and 
stabihty. 

For 2014, Chevrolet has 
made a few changes to the 
Silverado’s box size/cab com¬ 
binations. Now you can order 
the Crew Cab with a longer 
80-inch (200-centimetre) bed 
as well as the standard 68-inch 
(175-centimetre) version. 

Perched between the frame 
rails is a choice of three new 
all-aluminum cam-in-block 
engines. The entiy point is a 


4.3-htre V6 that features the 
same displacement as the pre¬ 
vious V6, but the output has 
significantly increased to 285 
horsepower and 305 pound- 
feet of torque from 195/260. 
Optional is a 5.3-htre V8 with 
355 horses and 383 pound-feet 
on tap, up from 315/335. 

Later in the model year 
they’ll be joined by an avail¬ 
able 6.2-htre V8 rated at 420 
horsepower and 440 pound- 
feet of torque, which shares 
its parts with the new Corvette 
sports car V8. Chevrolet also 
hkes to point out that it has 
increased performance and re¬ 
duced fuel consumption across 
the fine without resorting 
to complex (and expensive) 
trubo-charging. That’s a direct 
shot at the Ford F-Series and its 
“Ecoboost” V6.

Talk about sneaking in the 
back door to crash the fi¬ 
nancial fun reserved only 
for rental-car giants such as 
Avis, Enterprise, National 
and Hertz. 

Told by many transpor¬ 
tation “experts” that their 
Zipcar plan would never roll, 
Robin Chase and Antje Dan¬ 
ielson still believed a fresh 
approach to vehicle rental 
was long overdue. It turns 
out they were right. 

In the span of just 12 
years, the women turned 
their little plan and a mod¬ 
est $75,000 investment into 
a transportation gold mine 
that recently sold for half a 
billion dollars. 

Zipcar wasn’t a brand 
new idea; car sharing had 
been growing in Europe and 
Canada since the 1990s. Zip- 
car’s success came from fresh 
technology that helped to 
rewrite the rental rules by 
giving drivers the options 
and freedom never offered 
before. 

Need a BMW only for an 
afternoon business meeting? 
Got you covered. How about 
a pickup truck for a two-hour 
furniture move? No problem. 
Need a big wagon for a week¬ 
end getaway at the beach? 
Check that. 

“1 have a fleet of cars avail¬ 
able to me that 1 can have at 
my beck and call. And 1 pay 
only for what 1 need,” said 
Chase, explaining that the 
average vehicle still piles up 
bills, even as it sits parked 
for 92 per cent of its life. “All 
those hours with a car sitting 
idle (with Zipcar), I’m not 
paying for it.”

“So it’s self-service, au¬ 
tonomous and takes only a 
few seconds.” 

Zipcar membership starts 
with a $25 application and a 
screening review that takes 
about a week. Driver eligibil¬ 
ity varies between countries 
and car-share companies and 
commonly includes a min¬ 
imum age, a valid driver’s 
licence and a solid driving 
record. 

Most car-sharing compan¬ 
ies offer a variety of policies 
and payment plans to fit a 
client’s driving needs and 
preferences. 

Some charge on a pay-as- 
you-go plan, some include a 
monthly and/or annual fee. 


Others, like a taxi service, 
start with a base rate and 
add fees for every kilometre 
driven past a specified dis¬ 
tance. 

In addition to urban 
areas, Zipcar has also

become widely popular on 
college campuses, where 
driving demands for stu¬ 
dents are few and vehicle 
ownership is more of a lux¬ 
ury than a necessity. 

According to a Zipcar 
representative at the Univer¬ 
sity of Notre Dame — one of 
about 200 college campuses 
around the world that hosts 
a car-sharing outpost — 
vehicles rent for about $9 an 
hour and $80 a day (any 24- 
hour period). The first 180 
miles (290 kilometres) are 
“free” with a per-kilometre 
charge beyond that. 

The per-hour and per- 


kilometre fees seem high at 
first glance, but considering 
there are no residual costs 
such as refueling or insur¬ 
ance — and that the min¬ 
imum period is less than the 
standard rental of 24 hours 
— the savings can add up 
quickly for the right kind of 
driver. 

If you commute to work 
daily, serve as the family 
chauffer, drive long distan¬ 
ces or live in a rural area, 
car sharing is not a vi¬ 
able transportation option 
compared to the obvious ad¬ 
vantages of vehicle owner¬ 
ship. 

But if driving needs are 
minimal, and the cost of car 
sharing outweighs the price 
of ownership, then this latest 
transportation option might 
be the perfect choice.

Seems like a 
lot, but still less than the 
number of vehicles crashed 
in the movie trailer for Fast 
and Furious 6. 

But if sales stay on the 
current pace, 2013 has a 
real chance to reach or sur¬ 
pass the record 1.73 million 
units sold in 2002. 

Look, I’m no econo¬ 
mist, but I’m pretty sure 
the current strong demand 
says people really like the 
vehicles that are on the 
market right now, espe¬ 
cially as we see the sales 
gains spread right across 
the board — all segments, 
all players.

Many models in the used 
market will still have a 
good portion of Chevro¬ 
let’s lengthy powertrain 
warranty remaining. Hav¬ 
ing a computer scan of 
the used Impala’s PCM is 
highly advised, as it may 
reveal potential issues 
with the components. 

On models with the 3.5 


litre engine, be sure to 
have a mechanic check 
for oil and coolant leaks, 
particularly caused by 
leaky gaskets. Intermit¬ 
tent power steering assist 
could be caused by a 
misaligned harmonic bal¬ 
ancer, which also drives 
the power steering pump. 
Pay close attention to the 
condition of the tires on 
the used Impala you’re 
considering, as many 
owners have reported 
premature wear from the 
factory rubber.

It’s likely you have shoes for 
specific purposes: for walk¬ 
ing, for working out, for 
dressing up. But do you wear 
the right shoes for driving? 

The wrong shoe can af¬ 
fect the way you drive, and 
possibly even be dangerous, 
according to Tammy Ezer, 
director of marketing for In- 
suranceHotline.com. 

“The best driving shoes 
are fiat, comfortable and 
with a thin sole,” Ezer says. 
“If you’re wearing high heels 
with a platform, there’s a lot 
of space between the bottom 
of your foot and the pedal. 
You might go to hit the brake 
and miss, or hit the gas, and 
that’s critical.” 

With high heels, there’s 
a tendency to press the 
pedals with just the tips of 
the toes, which may not 
provide enough force if you 
have to slam on the brakes 
in an emergency situa¬ 
tion. A thin heel may also 
get caught in a carpeted fioor 
mat, impeding your motion. 

Women’s dress shoes 
aren’t the only offend- 


Advice 


• Barefoot beware. It isn't 
illegal to drive barefoot, 
but it's not a good idea, 
since your foot may be 
too tender without a shoe 
to hit the brake hard if 
necessary. 

• Watch your mats. Floor 
mats can bunch up against 
the pedals if they're not 
properly secured. Use 
mats designed for your 
vehicle; attach them if 
your vehicle has mounting 
hooks for them; and don't 
stack them, but use one 
mat at a time. 

• Seating is vital. Your 
seat should be adjusted so 
that you can push all ped¬ 
als right to the floor. 


ers. It’s important to 
get “feedback” from the 
pedals: through your shoe 
and foot, you should be able 
to feel how firmly you’re 
pushing the pedal, or feel 
vibrations that indicate how 
hard you’re braking. 

Golf shoes or work boots 
may be too firm to provide 
this. “A steel-toed boot is 
heavy,” Ezer says. “You could 
be putting more pressure on 
the pedal because the boot is 
heavy at the front.” 

Flip-flops pose a special 
hazard, because they don’t 
fit firmly on the foot. As you 



move from the throttle to 
the brake, this floppy shoe 
could slip under the pedal 
and get trapped, drastically 
reducing your ability to press 
the brake pedal. 


Anything that gets in the 
way of the pedals can be an 
issue. Make sure that long 
skirts, scarves or other loose 
clothing can’t get caught and 
prevent you from braking. 


If you wear fashionable 
footwear that could affect 
your driving, keep a spare 
pair of fiat, thin-soled shoes 
in the car, and change into 
them when you’re getting 


behind the wheel. “You can 
say your shoe got caught, 
but that’s not going to help,” 
Ezer warns. “If your footwear 
causes an accident, you’re re¬ 
sponsible.”
